RIVER RHINE 


Rich in History, Romance, 


Beauty and Interest- 


ing Modern Life. 


If one must, miss all Europe n o r t h 


of the Alps except one region, that 
chosen land should be the German 
Rhine. 
For ceitainly in no other 


place is gathered so much of history, 
of romance, and beauty and inter- 
esting modern life. 


Here is historic 
Germany. 
Here 


Caesar made his forced marches and 
built his famous bridges. 
This WHS 


the chief highway of Euroue in the 
middle 
ages, 
the thoroughfare of 


chivalrdue 
and 
commercial 
enter- 


prises 
So that to the natural beauty 


of the mountains and gorges of this 
magnificent river, is added the in- 
terest of great historic monuments 
and multiplied legends of dragons 
and fair maidens, gallant 
crusaders 


and robber knights 
One may surely 


be pardoned for lingering long among 
the terraced vineyards of its hillsides 
and the ruined castles that crown 
their crests. 


To get into the atmosphere of the 


Rhine, the traveler shoyld approach 
it 
through 
Aix la Chapelle, the 


capital 
of Charlemagne. 
Here at 


one leap he goes back a thousand 
years. 
For if he produce the neces- 


sary three marks, there are the skull 
and bones of the great Karl himself 
to be looked upon. 
And besides 


these, a lock of the Virgin's hair, 
a piece of the true cross, one of the 
nails that fastened the Saviour to 
it, etc. 


But if a trace of twentieth century 


cynicism still clings to the pilgrim, 
it will all vanish at Cologne where 
he reaches the Rhine itself. 
For 


here he will visit the church of St. 
Ursula, its chapel walls lined with 
the bones of the eleven thousand vir- 
gins who were martyred 
with St. 


Ursula, and see her skull, and some 
more of the real cross. 
Then he will 


visit again and again the matchless 
Gothic catherdal erected as a shrine 
for the bones of the three wise men. 
There they are without any mistake, 
for their names, Gaspar, Melchoir 
and Balthasar are neatly spelled in 
rubies just below the three skulls 
in the golden shrine of the Magi. 


But these are only an introduc- 


tion. 
The real Rhine is not reached 


until a few miles above the Bonn, 
the old university town. 
Here the 


hills 
rush together and form the 


narrow gorge known distinctively as 
the Rhine. 
In the sixty miles be- 


tween this and Bingen, the precipi- 
tous bluffs on either side are terraced 
into continuous vineyards. 
Every 


chenfels count in her grief took the 
vows of the convent. 
But then, 


most inconsiderately, young Roland 
returned. 
To show his affection, he 


quit work, had the castle built just 
above the convent, watched his 
lost, 


love through this arch till the tolling 
bell proclaimed her death, and then 
pined rapidly away. Yet, still tho 
shattered arch above the old convent 
speaks of love that does not pass. 


Hut it makes a 
bulky catalogue 


even to name the points of interest, 
along thesn sixty enchanted miles. 


The picturesque Khinefels on the 


frag ;iiif] the 
famous Mouse Tower 


in the river from both of which the 
robber barons levied toll on the com- 
merce and even emperors who would 
pass 
along the Rhine. 
Ehrenfels 


and Faklenburg that tell of days when 
archbishops 
were 
more 
powerful 


than kings; these and 
a hundred 


others more 
than 
fulfill 
all 
the 


travelers' 
most 
glowing 
dreams. 


Only the Lorenei 
disappoints, for 


from 
the day when we first-read of 


its siren singers, we hoped to see 
boatmen 
drawn 
on the rocks and 


drowned 
in the whirlpool 
below. 


But now, alas, the projecting reef 


has been blasted 
away and it is 


perfectly safe even for steamers. 


There is only one fault with "Bin- 


gen on the Rhine." 
It is so hard to 


leave it. 
Certainly Europe 
holds 


no viilege more quaint and beautiful, 
set as it is where the two rivers join, 
where the two 
ancient Roman roads 


separate, with its score or more of 
old church towers looking up at the 
dozen castles perched along the vino- 
clad hills. 


Yet it must be left, for after nil tho 


greatest value of the Rhine is still as 
a thoroughfare to 
Italy. 
Not any 


longer as a commercial link, but as
